The man who avoids 
sin from fear only, has advanced one 
step towards raformalion. be it not 
reformed. 

The telflth hope of Ileaven, no 
more than the slavish fear of liell, 
can make ut holy. He who is honest 
only became it it the best [loUcy. is 
no less a thief than he who is deterred 
from Btealiug by the fear of a prison 
In every department of life, attain- 
mcnl is the highest reward, the prize 
only an iiueiitive. He who would 
delight in righteousness for its own 
lovely sake, were there no Heaven 
revealed, wlio would loathe sin for 
its inherent repulsivencss, did no hell 
apimll, he only Is aohrlstian. It does 
not siiflico to prefer bappinett here 
after to a liappinett ei^oyed her^ to 
"exercise prudence on a grand tcale ;' 
to "coukider sin at wrong' becauie 
it will make us miserable liereafter;" 
to make Ileaven "loi&ahnetaraward 
ed witb well being." Virtue it tome- 
thing mora than Benlbam defines as 
"a skillful economist who sen-es his 
own interests." Religion is more 
than a provisional sacriflce, an ad- 
vanee of capital to be returned witii 
Usury ; more than a rehu:tanl aecept- 
aiiee of worlilly saerilici^s in shrewd 
and dell'ish e.Neliaiige for greater joys 
and benelils. I're.ssensc quite forcibly 
ays "ihe Mahometan who dreams 
of honors and everlasting feasts in 
tlic future life, isonly agross utilita- 
rian ; tlie man who, calling himself a 
t liriatian, has no other motire in es- 
hcwiug evil than to avoid hell-flre, 
s no better. The fear of pain it only 
Ihe counterpart of the Kearah after 
l>loasure. Epicureanism lurks under 
the robe of the Pharisee, as under the 
sackcloth ofthe Fakir; it is the se- 
cret of all the selfishness pietism 
whicli seeks to purchase Heaven, and 
Ihlnksof the pleasures of Heaven as 
something distiuct from holiuess. 

.Tesus came "to save his people 
from their sins," not from punish- 
ment. Punishment is necessary to 
vindicate the integrity of law, and 
to subserve the trausgrettor't proflt 
It is demanded by nieroy noleaa than 
justice. Without the righteoutnets 
of which love it the central principle, 
it cannot enter into the heart of man 
to conceive, much lett to realbie and 
enjoy "that which God has prepared 
for them that love him." F. AV. Uob- 
ertson has truly urged that "tlie pe- 
nal agonies of sin are eliietly those 
wliicli arc executed within. Go 
where you will, you carry a soul 
degraded, it> power lost, its tine sen- 
sibilities destroyed. There is no 
liiinishmeiil ( (jiial to the puiii.shment 
of being base. To sink from sin to 
sin, from infamy to infamy, that is 
the fearful retribution which is exe- 
cuted in lliis spiritual world." Ad 
versely, to bo like Christ, to be with 
Christ, until his service it the tweet 
est bliss, this it Heaven begun. "To 
feel the Eternal Lifis come with 
mighty pusationt, throbbing through 
the soul ; to realize the serene still- 
nesB ot a spirit lost in love ; the full, 
deep rapture of a soul into which 
the spirit of God is pouring itself in 
a mighty tide of Revelation ;" what 
is this but Heaven. When the ten- 
drils of the spirit eliiig to the cross, 
the throne, the trees of life; when 
that spirit is being lifted np daily, 
hourly, iiilo a holier, higher, serener 
light, wlien the now, the eternal life 
is felt and lived, transport leaves no 
place for apprehension. Facing the 
light, the sliaaow is ever behind us. 
"There it no flsair in love; but per- 
fect love caiteth out ftar." Just as 
ineritably, ftar will eliminate lore. 
"He that feareth ia not made perfect 
by love." Conditiont necettarily 
imply locality; but the Bible hat 
neither burdened the memory nor 
gratified a materialized curiosity by 
cleseriptions of places of love or bliss. 
It has Uuight by all its sigiiilieaiit 
syiiiliols that dispositions rather than 
enviniiiineiil i inislilute tlie chief ag- 
onies and joys, and thill blessedness 
rather than happiness is to be sought 
if liapiiiness is to be attaiued. 

^Vith these limitations and guards 
we may safely and joyously contem- 
lilate, as Motet, and Panl and even 
Christ did, the rapturo ofthe antici- 
pated raward at well at the "joyt 
unapeakable and ftiU of gloiT" of the 
godly character. The end c«nnot 
bribe nor demoralize one whote chief 
delight it In the means. 

We are now prepared lo consider 
and present the relative joys and 
advantages of Christianity, and to 
answer the cavils of skepticism. If 
hislorv is consulted wo arrive at 
the conclusion, which admits no 
rcasoiiablc protest, that permanency, 
strength, peaoe, prosperity, raSned 
civilization and oaltar^ a}l domestic 
social and poli(|«i(.Im>p|9en attend 
ezoepttonaUrtbeinMiOBa who hxr 
Mmd or yit wonUp Um ealjr tra« 



and -living Go<l. We are attured that 
this simple statement ia auiBcient for 
the audience. 

Were we authorized, we would not 
hesitato to empower an honeit and 
discriminating oommitteaof non-pro- 
fcsson to lelect and align in con- 
fronting ranks a thoutand each of 
the hnppiettand most miserable per- 
sons from any great city. We readily 
anticipate the efl'ect of the illustra- 
tion. Here we would see the solar, 
complacent, rttliied faces of fathers 
and mothers of Israel, beaming with 
hope and love: there the drmikaids 
with bestial, bloated and blood-shot 
visages that sjieak of souls in tlaiiies 
and tongues that no drop can cool. 
Here our lirothers, sisters and daugh- 
ters of eliristian families and Sunday 
Schools, with countenances radiant 
with peace and purity ; theje the den- 
izens of sinks of infamy whoso 
hopes and joys are forever Nt behind 
a lurid cloud of untpeakable thamc 
and mitery. Hera the prosperous, 
reliable and retpected people who 
lead in all beneficent enterpritet; 
there the gamblers, thieret, murder- 
ers, ocoupantt of pritont, tramps, 
with hands reeking with blood, or 
souls black with infamy. Here al 
most wllliont exception are professed 
cliristiaiit ; there those who have ever 
defied the living God. 

If the number be increased to in- 
clude all ihe people of a city, in so 
far as the contrast would be modified, 
and the horrid line of misery be re- 
lieved by a flecking of teeming bap- 
pinett or real respectability, this 
should certainly be attributed to the 
iufiuence of chrlttian aiiooiationt. 

Infidelity hu urged that, if the in 
fliience ofthe christian religion is so 
refining, purifying and happifylng, 
how shall this be harmonized with 
the fact that for ages its history has 
been inseparably associated wilh 
wars, Inquisitions, cruelly, oppres- 
sion, hatred, violence and greed ? 
Can anything be more unjust and 
wicked than lo la\ to the charge of 
our holy religion the very crimes it 
so invariably and sruihingly repro- 
bates and I'.'nounees i' Not oi:e word 
or act of the blessed Savior, not one 
sentence of the living oracles can be 
legitimately coustriicd to justify 
one of these crimes. The essential 
principles of chriatttnitjr are love, 
sacrifice, untelflthnett, eharlty and 
mercy. Thete nnivermlly received 
and practiced, would Inuiith all wars, 
exclude all hate, and tecnre the reign 
of enduring peace and fraternity. 
The ligltlmate efl'ects of Christianity 
must be sought among those who 
practice its prccepl«,jiot learned from 
those who profess, yet habitually vio- 
late them.

HEALTH ORDH 



At a meeting of tbe l3oard of 
Councilmeu, of the city of Uopkins- 
ville held March 3, 1885, tlie fol- 
lowing ordinance waa adopted, to 

wit : 

WiiKUKAs, it Is tbe opinion of llie 
Council, that the city should be 
placed In a good aanitory cundiilcn 
and kepi so during tlio coining sum- 
mer to promote the health of the city, 
and guard against all kinds of fevers 
and epidemics, and especially the 
spread of cljolera, with wlii. li llie 
country is thought to be tlirealeiied. 

^'ow thereforo be it ordained, by 
the Uoard of Couucllmen of the City 
of llo|ikinsville. 

.^i:( . 1. The following regulations 
shall be complied with by the heads 
of fttiiiilies and the occupants of pri- 
vate iiremises, on or before April the 
1st, 18S5. All privy vaults, cess- 
pools, (loiils of water and accnmula- 
lloii of llltli of any kind 1111 private 
lols or pri'iniscs within tliC eily limits 
shall be cleaned out and all privy 
vaults and sinks fliled with earth. 

Sec. 2. The contents of all privies 
and sinks to bo well buried or inovo- 
ed beyond the city liinils. 

Skc. ;>, TIk i-iil ire premises of each 
Od upaiil uiliiiii tlie r.ny limii,, lo be 
thoroughly cleaned and all impuri- 
ties or every kind removed beyond 
the city limits or burled. 

Skc '4. From niid after AprH 1st, 
1885. until \ov. Isl, 18H.'), the follow- 
ing rogulaliiiiis are established : 

Fresh liinc or dry earth lo bu ap- 
plied ill privies daily, and at least 
twice a nionlli and as much ofleiier 
<s necessary, the contents to tto bur- 
ied or removed beyond the eily 
limits. 

Skc. 't. \o garbage shsll be thrown 
on to any street, alley or private 
grounds. 

Sbc. 6. No slops or sosp suds shall 
remain standing in tubs or vessels for 

over twelve hours, and wlien thrown 
out shall be scaiiereil over gardens of 
grounds or on streets or alleys, aii/i 
not HO OS III stand in jiools. .' 

Skc. 7. So water ahall remain 
staiidiiig in tubs, barrels or otl/er 
vessels for over forty eight hours. 
Sr.c. 8. The slops or olTals from eolT. e 
liiiuses or di'InkinK saloons 1 hall not 
be thrown uiit mi the streets, alleys 
or oil the premisi^s, or into sewers. 

Sec. U. All private iireiulses to lie 
thoroughly cleaned. 

Set. 10. All cellars (o bo kept well 
ventilated, cleaned and limed or 
otherwise disinfected. 

Sr.c. 11. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to throw out onto the 
streets, pavements or alleys of tite 
ity any paper, trash, rubbish, stra«^ 
melons, melon rindt or decayed 
fruit. 

Sk( . 11 It shall b" r.niawful for 
any person to throw itilo the river, 
or 'within the banks thereof within 
the city limits any dead animal, 
slops, rubbish, garbage or any kind 
of putrid matter. 

Sec. 13. All the foie^'oiiig sliall 
be done by and at llie e.xiieiisu of the 
occupants' of the pivuiises. 

Skc. 14. Any person violating or 
failing to observe and comiily with 
any of the provisions of this ordln- 
uiii e shall bo lined in a sum not less 
than one dollar nor more than fifty 
ilollais for earli (iHeiise, to be recov- 
ered in the llopkiiisvillo City Court. 

Sec, 15. It shall be the special du- 
ty of the Police to SCO that this (.>r- 
dlnanee is enforced and carried into 
effect.
